9E " Auchinleck Chronicle " was edited and printed by Thoinaa 
Thomson, Eaquire, Deputy Clerk Register, more than half a centary 
ago, for privato ciicalation, but very few copies of it were issued at 
the time, Mr. Thomson intending to add Notes and IIlostrationB to it before 
distributing it. This intention Mr. Thomson did not carry into effect, and the 
whole remaining impression was sold after bis death. 

In a communication submitted to the Members of the Society of Antiquaries 
of Scotland, at their Meeting held on 8tb January 1877, by David Laing, Esq., 
entitled, " Inquiries bsbfbctino some op the Earlt Historical Writers of 
ScOTLiNn," printed in Vol. 12, pp. 72-87 of the Society's Proceedings, he 
gives the following account of this Chronicle, viz. : — '* This short Chronicle 
of an obscure period of Scottish history was printed and edited by Tii'jmas 
Thomson, Esq., Advocate, about the year 1817 or 1818, for private circulation. 
Very few copies, however, were distribut«d by Mr. Thomson, as he purposed to 
subjoin notes and illustrations, but this intention never was fulfilled. In the 
manuscript from which it was taken, it has the following titles ; — ' Ane 
Addicioun of Scottis Comiklis and Ueidis,' and ' Heir followis ane schorl 
Memorials of the Scottis Corniklis for addicioun.' 

" In the printed text of the Chronicle this ends on page 2S, when the Editor 
entitles it, ' A short Chronicle of the Beign of James the Second, E.ing of Scots,' 
and says : --' The historical fragment which forma the fbat part of this collection 
has been given with a scrupulous adherence to the original manuscript, not 
only in the inartiticial and apparently accidental arrangement of events, but 
also in the errors of feet and of date, as well as in those of transcription which 
it exhibits. In that which follows, the some materials, with a few unim- 
portant omissions, have been disposed somewhat more exactly in the order ot 
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time ; some of the erroneoua dates and accideDtal mistakes of tranecriptioii 
have beoa rectified,' &c 

"From this arrangement it appears that the Chronicle extends from the 
year 1436 to 1460-1. It is usually called the Auchinleck Chronicle, from tha 
eircumstance that the MS. volume from which it was printed belonged to the 
Library at Anchinleck, Ayrshire. 

" This manuscript is a large folio volnme, ivritten on paper, consisting of 
miscellaneous pieces in Prose and Verse, collected and traoBcribed firftm H8. 
and printed copies towards the close of the reign of James the Fourth^ or before 
the year 1514, by John Asloan, who appears to have been a Writer or Notary 
at Edinburgh. According to a ' Table of Contentis of the Buke,' on the first 
leaf of the volume, numbered from cap. i. to IxxL, this Chronicle formed number 
xviii. of the collection. Moat unfortunately the volume iteelf is defective of 
no less than thirty-foui of these numbers, and these, for the most part, can- 
not otherwise be supplied. The transcriber, at the end of each article, besides 
the name of the author when known, usually adds this attestation, ' Explicit 
per M. Jo. Asloan,' or ' Scriptum per Manum Johannis Asloan.' That ho uses 
' M.' not in ite usual signification as Magitter is certain, as in another place he 
gives the attestation in the vernacular words, thus — ' Written be the hand {per 
manum) of John Asloan.' This, however, is a matter of no great moment. 

" The early history of Aaloan's manuscript is not known. On the fly-leaf is 
the autograph signature, -' Alex. Boswell, 1730,' indicating the time when it 
■ came into his possession, no doubt in its very mutilated state. 

" I do not recollect havji^ seen Asloan's mauuscript in its original stats. 
It was brought to Edinburgh early in the present century by Sir Alexander 
Boswell, when the leaves were inlaid by a skilful person employed on such work, 
itnd bound in the Qeneral Kegistoi House under the superintendence of Thomas 
Thomson, Esq., Deputy Clerk Register. The manuscript, along with some 
others from the same library, remained in Mr. Thomson's bands for many years, 
until they were reclaimed by the late Mr. James A. Maconocbie, Advocate, as 
one of the Trustees of Sir Alexander's son, the late Sir James" Boswell, Bart. 

" Alexander Boswell, Esq. of Auchinleck, was the representative of an ancient 
family of that name : he passed aa advocate at the Scottish Bar, 29th December 
1729 ; was raised to the Bench, and took Ms seat I5th February 1764 by the 
title of Lord Auchinleck, and died 2&th August 1782, aged 76. His son Jamea, 
the well-known biographer of Dr. Johnson, died in 1795, leaving two sons, both 
of whom were eminent as literary characters. 

" The eldest eon, Alexander, born in 1775, was created a Baronet in 1820, 
and was killed inun unfortunate duel 25th March 1822. The second son, James 
, Boswell, a barrister at^law in the Temple, is known as editor of Malone's 
•important edition of the ' Flays and Poems of Shakeepeare,' in 21 vols. The 
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sdvertasment is dated 'Temple, May 1S21.' Mr. Boawell died about e^ht 
months after. 

" To retora to the Chronicle, it was andoubtedly the work of an anknown 
author vho flourished in the Reign of Kii^ James the Second. From the title 
' for Addicione,' we might infer that the original hati been written on the mar- 
gin of some special Scotichronicon. AsloaD, who trauBcribed it, could not 
have the slightest claim to be considered the author. It has, like I^Vs Manu- 
script, (Ko. II.),* obtained some notoriety JVom its containing a passage relating 
to Uie Johnstones of Annandale, and was formwly ^ia 1841) produced as evi- 
<lence in a Peerage case not yet determined." 

Mr. James Allan Maccmochie, Advocate, Sheriff of Orkney and Shetlaad, " a 
wetl-knowB book collector," died at his bouse, 122 Princes Street, Edinburgh, 
OQ Tuesday the 26th February 1845, aged {^6 yeara. His Library was sold by 
Mr. Peter Scott Fraser, in his Eooms, 97 G«orge Street, Edinburgh, on Friday 
the 6th June 1845, and four following lawful days. In the Advertisement of 
the Sale, while the names of various Books are enumerated, no " Maho80ript8 " 
whatever were mentioned as being to be sold. 

As raspects the " Asioan Mandbcript," commonly called the " Auchinleck 
Chronicle," the following particulars are extracted from the " Minutes of the 
Evidence adduced to the House of Lords in the claim of Sir Frederic John 
'William Johnstone, BarL, to the Earldom of Annandale, Slst July 1876,"

From Mr. Petoi S. Fraser, a well-known citlEon of Edmbnigh, in the year 
1667. 

Was he also a bookselleit 

At one time he was a bookseller. Aflervatds, he was an auctioneer ; and 
latterly, I think he was an insntance agent 

Was there a sale of the library of a Mr. Maconoohie ahont the year 181S 1 

There was, I believe, in 1 845. 

Was Mr. Fraser employed to sell the library of Mi. Maconochie in 184S 1 

I had the curiosity lately to ttun to the Scoteman newspaper of that time, 
and I found that it was recorded there that he had sold tiiat libiaiy. That is 
all I can say. 

Is it within your knowledge that Hr. Fraser bad this book t 

Yes, I know that Mr. Fraser had this book when I bought it ; but it is not 
within my knowledge that he had it previously. 

It was &om Mr. Fraser that you bought it, as you have toM na, in the

He was Deputy Clerk Register for nearly forty years. 

Was he employed by the Government in any manner In connection with the 
Becords of Scotland ) 

Certainly J that was his appointmeuL He had the entire arrangeraent of 
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the Beooid«, and their pablication, and he had mas<r peieone employed andei 
him to aasisthim. One of hia great works was the edition of the AcU of the 
pailiamenta of Scotland, extending to seTenl large folio volnmea. 

Had he for the purpose of compiling that book manj private recorde and 
docnmenta in his possession 1 

He haA, from all qoarteia ; from nohlemen and private parties, 'fhey were 
in his ohaige in the Public Record O^ce in the Genera] Register House, and 
some in hie own library. 

He obtained them from all qaarteis I 

He had the free use of them. 

The; were placed in hia hands by rarioiu noblemen and gentlemen fron^ 
^eir charter chests I 

Tee, eertainly. 

Was he considered « peraon of antbority fn historical matteia t 

He was looked upon aa the principal man in that department in ScoUand at 
the time. He was very judiciooa, and very intelligent and learned, but it was 
titonght nthec dilatory in getting work through his hands. 

Did you see in his possession this book called the Auchinleck Chronicle {tht 
volume prodtKtd by the lait mtneaa being thoten to the mttteu) t 

I had frequent occasion to see the book, and I made a ]i«t of its varied con- 
tents in piose and verse. There is no date to this list which I have here, hujt 
it was made before 1821. Aa I understood theie was some doubts about 
whether this was the original manuscript from which Hr. Thomson had printed 
the Chronicle, I brought up for the pnrpose of proving it a list of the content* 
that I myself made ; this most have been before 1821, as it is marked " tnthe 
possession of Alexander Boewell, Esq., of Auchinleck," and he was created e 
Baronet in that year. 

Is Uiis the book that yoa saw in the possession of Hr. Thomson 1 

Undoubtedly it is, because I can verify it by this list. 

Irrespective of that, have you any donbt that it ia the same } 

Irrespective of that, I have no doubt whatever. 

It is the book that yon saw in Mr. Thomson's posseasioQ % 

It is the book I often saw in his possession, sometimes in hia own house and 
sometimes in the Register House, and I have copied many articles from it. 
Amongst other things, Ur. Thomson printed that Chronicle, and Sir Alexander 
Boewell, the proprietor, also printed other pprtions frum it in a separate form for 
private distribution. There was a select society set agoing in Edinbn^h called 
the Bonnatyne Club, of which Sir Walter Scott was the founder and president, 
«nd Ur. Thomson the vic^-president, for printing books connected with the 
Jiistory and literature of Scotland.

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Did yon make on each occosiona koj examination of ttna Imok f 

I had occasion to do bo. I was just going to mentioo that the flbjact of tJie 
elub was to print books for the memberB, not for sale, and Sir Walter Scott 
inaisted that I Bboald act as aecretaiy. The dnb was canied on for upwacds of 
forty years ; and here ia a catalogue (proditeinff a volume) of all the books they 
published. One of the first books they piinted and ciicnJatad, in 1623, for that 
dnb vas one from that maniiEcript that I contributed myself, haring got the 
nse of a transcript from Mr. Thomson of a very obscure poem called the Bnok 
of the Howtat. This list of tbe bodca was pabliahed in 1876 after the club 
ma dissolved. 

Waa the Anchinleck Chionide on* of them I 

No ; it bad previoualy been printed. 

At what date ms the copy of the Historical Fragment of the Beign of James 
the Second, contained in this book, first printed ) 

I taumot exactly say in what year it waa printed ; but it was printed privatdy, 
and aa Mr. Thomson never finished the book in the way he intended, he only 
circulated and gave away some copies, of wbich I got one from himself in 1819. 
He also gave me an engraved facsimile <^ one of the pages of that Chronicle 
(producing a paper). 

Is this a facsimile of one of tbe pages of the Chionide which was published 
at that time t 

It was made for the Chromde, bat it was aever dcculated. That, as I have ' 
■aid, was before 1819. 

Are yon satisfied that the published eopy thorai^y agreed with tbe 
oi^inall 

I had occaoios to compare it, and I found nothing to correct in it. I com- 
pared it both then and at subsequent times. 

Do you know how Mr. Thomscm obtained this book or from whom he 
obtained it! 

Yee; he obtained it on loan with other Idannscripts tioia Sb Alexander 
Boswell, Baronet. 

Is Sir Alexander BosweH's name on the book t 

No ; but it had been acquired by his giandtatber, one of the Loirds of See- 
rioB, of the some name of Alexander Boswell. He had acquired it in Btardt 
1730 ; Bocording to the date (poitiiittg to a page of the voiume.) 

Do you know that handwritit^;t 

Tea, I have it frequently before me. 

Do you know ibia writing to be iba writing of Sir Alexander Boewell t 

No; I rafer to Alexander Boswell the Lord of Session, known as Lord 
Auchinleok, and whose Xkame appeals in this book. 
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Alexander Boewell's name with the date of March 1730 is in the &i8t page 
of die book V 

Yea. 

And you know that to be his writing t 

Tee. I do. 

Do you know how this book became bound in this manner t 

It was bound in this way before I saw it. I never saw the book is its 
original state ; before I saw it it had been put into Mr. Thomson's hands for 
the work he was engi^ed upon in connection with the Public Records. It was 
bound in the same way at that time, and in that state it remained in Mr. 
Thomson's posseasioQ for a rery long while. 

Is the writing of the whole book or almost all of it in one hand I 

It is all in one hand throughout the whole book, exo^t, perhaps, one or two 
leavei which are of no importance. 

Those do not affect this Chionide of the reign of James II. I 

No, not at aU. 

In this book do you find a writing entiUed " A short Chronicle of Scottish 
Events "1 

Yes ; here it is : " Here follows a abort memorial of the Scottis Gomikles for 
additioun " — that means to enlarge the chronicles of the time. 

That chronicle has been in tHe book ever since you have known the book t 

Undoubtedly. It forms No. 16 of the original contents. I see here " Item 
ane tractate diawn out of the Scottis Chronicles ;" " Item ane tractate of the 
Kings of Scotland beginning " so and so ; and one of thoee items is " An 
Addition to the Scottis Chronicles," and then there are the different contents. 

Do you know what person is supposed to be the writer of this volume ) 

John Aaloan ; his name appears in various porta of the book. 

Are several of the writings signed by him t 

Yes, they are ; here ii one (poitttirtg to a page in the volume). 

They are all in the same handwriting 1 

Yes ; they ace all in the handwriting of John Asloan. 

Do you know what position Mi. Asloan held 1 

I did not know ; but I brought a volume which perhaps will show who he was. 
At the sale of the library of Mr. George ChalmaiB, the author of " Caledonia," 
which was sold upon his nephew's death in 1812, amongst other manuscripts 
that I purchased were his " Collections for a History of Scottish Poetry ; " 
amongst these collections there were various traoscripta which I had bonnd up 
some years ago, containing a minute description of the Asloan manuscript, witik 
transcripts of portions of it, which I have here (producing the tatne). Heie 
they begin (pointing to Chalmera' ColiMium*) : " The Scottis Chronicles, 
" written in the early part of James V. leign," and so on. 
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Does he ny uiythiag about the podtioB of the writer t 

Yes, here it is at the end ; it ia very legible : " There wsb a fenon of t&e 
" name of John Aaloan. who was a prounnitor oi advooate in the leign of 
" James IV., and he was no doubt the compfler of the manuscript On th« 
" 6th of February 1404-5. before the Lords of Coundl at Linlithgow, John 
" Asloan appeared as jwocvratoT for ' certain penons,' and protested that they 
" having been smntaoned at the instance of Lord Heiriea of Terreglee," and 
so forth. Mr. Asloan appeared for them as a piocarator in 1494^5. Then there 
are some further facta about him. 

What you are reading from is a book in the handwriting of Hr. Chimera ) 

It is ; I bought it on the death of Mr. Jiunes Ghalmeia, a nephew of George 
Chalmers. 

You are acqnainted with the writing 1 

Tes, I am perfectly acquainted with the writing both of Mr. Chalmers and 
his nephew, who was his assistant in bis various publications. Oeoige Chalmers 
was the author of the important and well-known work called " Caledonia." 

Have yon carefully examined this mannscript, purporting to be a short 
chronicle of the events of the leign of James II. t 

I have. 

What is jjoi opinioK as to the date of the writing? 

The date of the writing b very clear, about the end of James the Fourth's 
reign, that is at least sixty years after the last dat« in the Chronicle. 

After the events mentioned in the Chronicle 1 

Yes, after the events mentioned. 

But you are of opinion that it is writing of the latter end of James the 
Fourth's reign I 

Undoubtedly. 

What is youT opinion as to the authenticity irftbe bookl 

From looking at this Chronicle it appears to be a genuine cc^ection of notes. 
I have never examined it historically, but it appears to be a genuine collection 
of additions to the ordinary Chronicles of Scotland which were then circulated. 
The materials for the reign of James II. are very scanty, end therefore this has 
always been regarded as a work of importance. 

It has been kno'Hn for a considerable timet 

Yos ; it has been known at least smce early in this century. 

And the writing which you have referred to on the first page of the book is 
that of Alexander Boswell in 17301 

Yea. 

Yon saw thia Chronicle in the hands of Mi. Thomson 1 

I did, very often. 

Do you know what became of it afterwaide 1 
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I happen to know that this and some other nianueoiiptu>f which Mr. Thomson 
had a. ban from the Ancfainleck Library irere, I cannot say in what year, 
claimed back by one of Sir Alexander BoswbU'b ezecatore, Mi. Jamee A. Haco- 
nochie, an advocate, and they remained apparently in hie poaaession until his 
death, and had not been sent back to Auchinleck.

I know that after Mr. Maconochie's death his books were sold by auction by 
Mr. Peter Fraser. 

After Mr. Maconochie's death you know as a matter of tasi that his books 
were sold by Mr. Peter Fraser 1 

TeSj and having attended the sale as a poichaser I know that this manuscript 
was not in the sale, because at the time I made special inquiries about it 



Cross-examined by the Solicitor-General for Scotland. 

I think Mr. Thomas Thomson was a celebrated antiquarian as well as the 
Keeper of the Recoide I 

Yes ; he was always esteemed a most accomplished scholar. 

And he took a great interest in the Bannatyne Club, which was a society of 
antiquarians ?

I would have aaid " No " to this question some time back, but I find that it 
had been prodwced when Sir Frederic Johnstone's Agents were taking legal 
proceedings many years ago, and I was asked to depone something about it, but 
I never saw it since. 

From the handwriting of the compilation do you think that it was written 
at a period of about 70 years at least after 14551 

I would say Oie date of the handwriting was between the years 1512 and 
1520.

No ; it is a miscellaneous collection in verse and prose, many of which exist 
in other forms.
